When the press reported 
some 
months ago that the 
Pacific Mail 
Steamship ( ’ompanv was going out 
of business because of the La Foll- 
ette S eam en’s law passed by the last 
Democratic Congress, to take effect 
November 4th, next, certain admin­ 
istration officials declared this was 
a huge bluff on the part of that com­ 
pany, intended solely for political 
effect.

chant marine, it' he does not wish to 
distort the truth. 


General Anderson goes on to say: 
“ file sale of the vessels of the P ac­ 
ific Mail Steamship Co., engaged in 
the trans-Paeifie service has pret - 
ipitated a crisis in the carrying trade 
o f the Far East as related to trans­ 
pacific service which is of the great­ 
est possible practical importance to 
American exporters 
and importers 
interested in Far Eastern Trade. The 
personnel of the staffs in various o f­ 
fices have been given notice of non- 
emplovment and the Americans e m ­ 


pl oyed in various offices have been 
given similar notice, with an indica­ 
tion o f what steamers they are to 
lake for their return to the United 
States and notice of no employment 
when they reach the P n i t c d States.

distort the truth. 


General Anderson goes on to say: 


"The sale of the vessels of the Pac- 
ific Mail Steamship Co., engaged in 
the trans-Pacific service has prec- 
ipitated a crisis in the carrying trade 
of the Far East as related to trans- 
pacific sen-ice which is of the great- 
est possible practical importance to 
American exporters and importers 
interested in Far Eastern Trade. The 
personnel of the staffs in various of- 
fices have been given notice of non- 
employment and the Americans em- 
ployed in various offices have been 
given similar notice, with an indica- 
tion of what steamers they are to 
take for their return to the United 
States and notice of no employment 
when they reach the United States. 
In Hongkong the offices of the com- 
pany arc to be closed and the lease 
of an exceptionally favorable office 
location lias been taken over by the 
Nippon Yuscn Kaisha, a competing 
Japanese company. The business of 
the company, in short, is being 
wound up immediately."

presenting the Peace Association of 
Friends, and composed of local men. 
It was considered most likely that 
the subject of peace and national 
preparedness would 
be introduce^ 


into the conference at the first op- 
portunity by these men. 


That a resolution against nation- 


al preparedness would receive^an en- 
thusiastic welcome was undoubted, 
for friends have always stood, for 
peace at any. price.' Although pre- 
pared for some time the pamphlet 
has not been given publicity.

Santo Domingo—Annual Con- 


ference in Session. 


- (U. P. Start Correspondent) 
Mohonk Lake, N. Y., Oct. 20.— 


The poverty, the sorrow, the misery 
that is Porto Rico's; and 
what 


America and Americans can do to 
save the little country from 
itself 


-were outlined by Gov. Arthur Yager 
at the 33d 3-day Lake Mohonk con- 
ference which began this morning. 


Representative citizens and 
offi- 


cials of governments by hundreds 
are here to discuss Indian, Porto 
Rican, Philippine and other "depen- 
dent peoples" affairs. 
Gov.-Yager 


said in part: 


"There is much wretchedness and 


poverty among the masses of Porto 
Rico. Their dwellings are made hov" 
els, almost devoid of furniture and 
crowded beyond belief. 
Their food 


consists of rice, codfish and beans, 
supplemented by the 
native wild 


fruits. 


"Their wages are barely sufficient 


to maintain their 
existence 
under 


these miserable 
conditions. These 


conditions have prevailed in Porto 
Rico for many years. While much 
has been done to improve the island 
since the American occupation, it 
has not been possible to make mark- 
ed improvement. The 
fundamental 


cause is the 
enormous population 


1,200,000 people. 


"The present population is about 


350 to the square mile. There are 
only two or three small states that 
have more people per square nuie! 
Massachusetts,.Rhode 
Island:,, and 


New Jersey. 


"The area of the island is about 


four-fifths mountainous, much of it 
so steep that it can hardly be culti- 
vated at all. Yet this population is 
so evenly distributed over its whole 
surface that the center of popula- 
tion is only about 5 miles distant in 
a straight line from the geographi- 
cal center of the island. 


"The population is steadily in- 


creasing. 


"The production 
and export of 


coffee remains about the same as in 
Spanish times. The output of the su- 
;ar industry has been multiplied by 
six. The export of tobacco, cigars, 
etc.; has been increased more than 
nine times. 


"The people of Porto Rico are a 


kindly, charitable, lovable people. 
The devotion of parents to their 
children, is equal to that shown 
among the people of any land. But, 
owing to their inherited 
improvi- 


dence, their racial characteristics, 
and perhaps to the tropical climate, 
those checks upon population which' 
in colder climates seem adequate to 
keep the increase of the people well 
within the limits of subsistence seem 
lacking among them. 


"The only effective remedy is the 


transfer of large numbers of Porto 
Ricans to some other region. 
( 


"There is one country only hope- 


fully open to a movement of Porto 
Rieans, and that is Santo Domingo. 


"I believe it to be the duty- of the 


United Stttes to make the arrange- 
ments necessary to make* it possible 
that these two neighboring islands 
over which it has assumed a certain 
control should supplement each oth- 
er's 'needs in respect to population."

from year to year letting financiers 
dictate whether you 
shall have 


enough cash at reasonable interest 
with which to run your farms, are 
doing a -very 'foolish and unneces- 
sary thing.

Yesterday I told you how you 


could form 
an

Marketing organization >vith rami- 
fications in every townsliip in the 
country. 


Today I am going to show you how 


you can form a NationalRural Cred- 
it Sysenv'along same lines. A System 
owned" find controlled, not by barilt- 
ers, not by business or professional 
men, nor by anyone whose interests 
would conflict with yours—but own- 
ed and controlled absolutely by you 
—The Fanner. 


What I tell you here is nothing 


but facts about a system which/lii 
the 151 years it has,been in opera- 
tion in Germany, has not known- a 
single failure. Its bonds now, holds 
all their own as they always have, 
whether in normal or in abnormal 
times. Why? Because its bonds are 
based upon the land itself, which no 
one can harm; and they are bonds 
issued by the farmer himself.
